. one Arabic, one Russian. 


The White House doesn’t know 
when it will be able to inform 
the people of the United States 
how close war was a few weeks 
ago when the British and French 
sent troops into Suez. The Rus- 
sian “volunteer” threat was 
much more than a plan to place 
a few troops in Egypt. 

The Arab nations, most of 
them with no economic basis 
for existence, but all united in 
a burning nationalism agitated 
by the heated jealousies between 
the two ruling houses of the Mos- 
lem world, were convinced the 
United States would not inter- 
vene. 

The President, to be sure, has 
the right to use troops when he 
deems the national interest de- 
mands it. He cannot declare 
war, but he can give orders to 
troops. But to have it backed 
by the Congress ‘is important. 
It will give more prestige to 
this country’s requests and sug- 
gestions. It will cool the fevered 
brows of the hysterical Arab 
nationalists. It will give pause 
to the Russians. 

United Nations 

Secondly, since the President 
will tie all his plans to the 
United Nations, it will give 
strength and increased “face” 
to ‘that organization—which is 
close to the White House heart. 

The President believes this is 
a sort of God-given moment at 
which to act. The sadistic Rus- 
sian cruelties in Hungary have 
opened the eyes of those Asians 
who thought a Russian occupation 
force might not be so bad a 
thing. 

The Asian nations yet free, in- 
cluding the peoples of Japan, 
have been shocked by Hungary. 
This is especially true of the stu- 
dents «in all Asian countries, 
whose idealism, thwarted by the 
poverty and misery of their own 
countries, has heretofore drawn 
them toward the promises of 
communism. 

They now know that neither 
Poland nor Hungary isa ‘‘work- 
ers’ paradise.”’ L 

And they suspect, now, that 
Russia herself is not the ‘“‘para- 
dise for the proletariat’? which 
her propagandists have so long 
and so skillfully pictured. 


Successful Counter 


The United States, by its sup- 
port of the United Nations, has 
for the first time since the long 
propaganda war began, made a 
really successful counter. It is 
we who now appear as the real 
friends of peace. It is we who 
stood by the United Nations and 
gave it, almost overnight, more 
status than it has had since the 
early days of hope and great ex- 
pectations at its birth in San 
Francisco. 

Ryissia has enough internal 
stresses, within the framework 
of its colonial empire, to slow her 
drive. The United States is not 
without internal strains. Her 
effort to make the promises of 
America apply equally to all 
her people in the field of citizen- 
ship and economics is domestic, 
not colonial. And while the 
strains are severe and the end 
nowhere near, the trend is sig- 
nificant. It indicates America 
will solve it in the American 
way. 

Russia’s stresses will not per- 
mit her to go to war. 

Her best hope was, and is, 
to encourage others to create the 
threat of it, and the diverting 
actions. Thus Egypt and the 
Anglo-French invasion was grist 
in the Soviet mill. Her ‘‘volun- 
teers” in Egypt likely would 


' have produced another Korea.

“I have no hesitation in saying 
that these segregation laws are 
unconstitutional and hence are 
unenforceable,”’ he said. 

The State Railroad and Public 
Utilities Commission, which reg- 
ulates common carriers in Flor- 
ida, said there is no state law 
requiring segregation on buses. 


CLAIM RIGHTS VIOLATED 


Judge Choate’s decision came 
at a hearing on a motion by city 
attorneys to dismiss a_ petition 
brought by four Negré women. 
The Negroes complained that 
their rights under the 14th Amend- 
ment to the Constitution were vio- 
lated when they were required to 
move from the front to the rear 
of a Miami Transit Co. bus last 
October, 

The judge ended the hearing 15 
minutes after it started.

HANNIBAL, Mo., Jan. 3 (®—A man was cut in half just be- 
low the waist today and amazed physicians by living for more 
than five hours, fully conscious, and able to talk rationally until 
an anesthetic was administered for surgery. 

“I never heard of such a thing,’’ said Dr. J. W. Well, the 
attending physician at St. Elizabeth's Hospital. ‘‘Neither had any 
of the other doctors who came in to look at him. Most people 
injured in that way are dead when you see them.’’ 

John Bobbitt, 46, a resident of Mexico, Mo., who had been 
staying with relatives here for the past month, was severed 
across the abdomen by a Burlington switch engine at 10:35 a.m. 

He appeared to be in little pain and talked rationally with 
several persons, including his wife, his minister and physicians 
for three hours until the anesthetic was administered at 1:30 p.m. 
He finally died of shock at 3:45 p.m. without regaining conscious- 
ness. 

Coroner Henry H. Sweets of Marion County said Bobbitt told 
several persons he'threw himself in front of the engine and in- 
tended to take his own life. Relatives said he had suffered from 
a nervous condition recently. 

One reason Bobbitt survived for so long was that the crushing 
injury sealed off blood vessels and there was almost no bleeding, 
Dr. Well said. He realized his condition from the first and was 
told he would die, Well said.

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School Problems 


Are Not Piecemeal 


It is a mistake to look at the prob- 
lems of the schools on a piecemeal basis. 
They are interrelated in all respects. 

They are those of teachers, class- 
rooms, transportation and growing enroll- 
ments. They are not separate but make up 
the total problem of schools. The budget 
to operate them this year in the state adds 
up to about 127 million dollars. 

In all the discussions about school ills 
—and they apparently are with us indefi- 
nitely—Rep. Downing Musgrove of Clinch 
County has come up with a practical sug- 
gestion of which others seem to have lost 
sight. 

Shouldn’t first consideration be given, 
asks Rep. Musgrove, to current financing 
of the Minimum Foundation Program? 
Why not, indeed? 

Recently there have been several pro- 
posals made for teacher pay raises. Bet- 
ter pay certainly is necessary if Georgia 
is to attract capable people into the pro- 
fession. Merit raises to encourage im- 
proved qualifications and to keep capable 
people as teachers are equally imperative. 

The Minimum Foundation Program 
and the State School Building Authority 
were designed to treat the total problem. 
Yet neither are currently financed. School 
systems where enrollments are growing at 
tremendous annual rates are penalized— 
even though this has been lessened in the 
past year. The average’ daily attendance 
formula still operates unfairly. 

State school building funds were 
frozen on a basis of 1952 enrollments, a 
situation which also penalizes these grow- 
ing systems. A state regulation authorizing 
building aid on the basis of pupils has 
not been activated, because funds have 
not been available. 

The Minimum Foundation Program 
provides for raises to teachers on the basis 
of experience and for improved qualifica- 
tions. This formula may be low in light 
of today’s needs, but it should form the 
basis of any upgrading. It is a good one. 

In considering costs, the total problem 
of enrollments, teachers, classrooms and 
transportation cannot be treated sepa- 
rately. Solutions to all are necessary and 
all should be currently financed. Schools 
without teachers are no more of a problem 
than pupils without classrooms.

Salaries Should Replace 
Fees for County Officials 


Colquitt is the latest “Georgia county 
to remove its county officials from the 
fee system and place them under the sal- 
ary system, 

This is a progressive step toward bet- 
ter government which all Georgia coun- 
ties should adopt. 

The old fee system of paying county 
officials is an outmoded relic punctured 
with danger spots. In some counties it 
has led to officials seeking to get all they 
can while they can. 

Such attitudes produce speed traps, 
illegal arrests, exhorbitant fees and fines 
and other evils. At the same time it drains 
away a large portion of legitimate revenue 
that should be going to the county 
treasury. 

County officers should be compen- 
sated adequately. But the payment 
should come from the couttty itself, not 
from what an official can reap from his 
own prowess as an independent operator. 

Any Georgia counties unable to pay 
adequate salaries to their officials should 
be combined with other counties that are 
able to do so.

To Control His Speed 


The board of directors of the Georgia 

Association of Petroleum Dealers wants 

the speed of the automobile limited to 50 
miles an hour. 

They said so this week addressing 
their recommendation to the Georgia dele- 
gation in Congress. They want the federal 
government to put a ceiling on the speed 
—that means power—output of automo- 
tive vehicles. 

They believe that would reduce the 
traffic toll. 

We cannot believe the GPA directors 
really want to hold the top speed of 
automobiles to 50 miles an hour. We be- 
lieve that appalled by the rate of traffic 
deaths, they were warning the nation’s 
auto makers they have gone far enough 
with horsepower. . 

We cannot see a drastic reduction in 
the power of the automobile as the solu- 
tion to the safety problem. The nation’s 
safety specialists have not suggested that. 

The specialists point instead to a lag 
in traffic law enactment, a failure to mod- 
ernize courts, a laxity in enforcement and 
an apathetic public.as factors contributing 
to driver.delinquency and a rising death 
rate on the roads.

Congress Puts Issues 
Ahead of Power Struggle 


Democrats, as anticipated, took control 
of the 85th Congress which convened yes- 
terday. 

Postponing debate and decision on the 
foredoomed attempt to amend or abolish 
Rule 22, which permits unlimited fili- 
buster, Congress thereby allowed the real 
problem of our time—the Middle East 
and the threat of war—to take first place 
in the minds of those who assembled in 
the historic Capitol. 

The try at curbing the filibuster never 
had a real chance unless the vice presi- 
dent had taken a position against the 
rule. Reportedly he wavered in decision 
a few weeks ago but later determined he 
would uphold the rules as established. 

Sen. Knowland of California, minority 
Senate leader, strongly supported the 
rule which declares the Senate to be a 
continuing body. This makes even more 
futile the plans of the Democratic and 
GOP coalition senators who will seek 
the rule change. 

Organization of the Senate produced 
no surprises. There had been some guess- 
ing about Ohio’s Sen. Frank Lausche, an 
independent Democrat and something of 
a maverick. He had said that if the times 
or issues indicated, he might vote with 
the Republicans to organize the Senate. 
Apparently he bowed to the wishes of the 
American voters who elected a split ticket 
—a GOP president and a Democratic Con- 
gress. 

Ahead of us is the really important 
address by the President to the joint ses- 
sion of Congress. He will ask for what he 
must have—freedom to use troops when 
and if an emergency arises. 

The fact the Soviets use “peaceful co- 
existence” as merely another method of 
waging war makes this a vital decision 
by Congress. 

The President will be talking both to 
Americans and to the peoples in the Arab 
lands. In fact, the real emphasis may be 
for the latter. 

The 85th Congress has a great duty 
before it to put its country first—ahead 
of states or regions or narrow interests.

Commissioner Cravey Is 
An Enter prising Man 


Practices in the automobile finance 
field long have been under public scru- 
tiny and the subject of much. legislative 
debate. 

There is room for some uniformity in 
the rate structure, in insurance practices 
and in so-called refunds. Nobody seems 
to know just how many firms actually 
are engaged in the auto finance field— 
many of them reputable and adequately 
financed but others of the fly-by-night 
variety. There are abuses for which the 
public pays. 

Reputable finance companies in the 
state reportedly are in favor of some sort 
of regulation to standardize practices and 
to give them a legal basis. Such a law 
has been offered by the American Fi- 
nance Conference, no radical organiza- 
tion. Many states have adopted versions 
of it and find that it operates satisfac- 
torily. 

But here in Georgia the bill is being 
offered by Comptroller General Zack 
Cravey. 

Mr. Cravey says he has sent a meas- 
ure patterned on the American Finance 
Conference recommendation to Atty. Gen. 
Eugene Cook for study. He says it may 
be introduced at the coming session of the 
General Assembly. And, you guessed- it, 
it will name Mr. Cravey commissioner of 
the industry. Except for banks, he then 
would be in control of the money-lending 
field. 

Zack Cravey is now insurance com- 
missioner. He is also small loans commis- 
sioner and fire safety commissioner. With 
almost every legislative session, he be- 
comes commissioner of something or 
other as he extends his field of power. 
Georgians are all too familiar with how 


he is able to wield that power in the 


General Assembly. |

State Should Help Provide 


Hospital Care for Indigents’ 


‘‘No baby of discretion would choose to be born in many of Geor- 
gia’s rural counties today. A large number of Georgians are totally 
unprepared for sickness.’’ These were just two of many statements 
made when a group known as the Georgia Hospital Care Study Com- 
mission reported a seven-months’ finding to Gov. Griffin. 


As a result of the study, legis- 
lation will be proposed in the 
General Assembly which would 
help Georgians unable to pay for 
hospital care. 

Griffin has given his okay for 
preparation of a bill which would 
authorize state funds to assist lo- 
cal communities in providing hos- 
pital care for indigent sick citi- 
zens. The program, the commis- 
sion reports, would be designed 
mainly for the smaller rural 
counties that have no hospital 
facilities. 

The commission reported that 
states adjoining Georgia already 
have established or are about to 
establish this type of program. 
Most Georgia doctors have agreed 
to provide professional medical 
services free for those unable to 
pay, if a method can be worked 
out for the counties to pay the 
hospital charges. 

Pre-payment hospital] insurance 
coverage in the state is among the 
lowest in the nation, according to 
the commission. It was estimated 
by the group that about 22 per 
cent of the state’s population can- 
not pay for hospitalization. This 
includes people on welfare rolls, 
72 per cent of all persons aged 65 
or over, the disabled, the unem- 
ployed and low-income groups. 

Funds for hospital care for the 
indigent were reported spent by 
104 counties, but 87 of these re- 
ported a per capita sum that the 
quate, bringing to 143 the number 


of counties spending too little or 
nothing for this care. 

An argument in favor of allo- 
cating at least some state money 
for the commission’s suggested 
program has also included the 
availability of federal funds next 
July. Welfare patients would be 
included in the federally helped 
group, with the government foot- 
ing about 50 per cent of hospital 
care for those on welfare. 

With scrutinous attention, leg- 
islators may be able to work to- 
ward a hospital program to give 
needy assistance to Georgia indi- 
gents.

(1) They believe that integration is certain to come 


i blems involved 
and that it would be better to work out the various prob 
in a calm, intelligent, friendly manner than to fight against it. 


They maintain that integration 
is the law of the land and to re- 


' fuse to accept it as such is like 


some who continue to fight the 
Civil War. They also believe that 
no race of people can forever be 
held in bondage, that a study of 
history reveals that sooner or 
later a people will gain free 
dom. 

_(2) Some white people believe 
in integration because they be- 
lieve it is simple justice. They 
point out that Negroes in the U.S. 
have equal responsibilities as citi- 
zens—they must obey the same 
laws, pay taxes, fight in defense 
of the country—and equal re- 
sponsibilities call for equal oppor- 
tunities and privileges. 

(3) Some white people believe 
in integration because they feel 
that our practice of segregation 
weakens our position in world 
affairs and robs us of our oppor- 
tunity to provide moral and spir- 
itual leadership for the world. 
They feel that the race question 
is a world question and that the 
peace and prosperity of the U.S. 
are dependent upon our being able 
to make and keep the friendship 
of the other nations of the earth. 

(4) With many integration is a 
matter of religious faith. They 
believe that the doctrine of the 
fatherhood of God carries with 
equal force the doctrine of the 
brotherhood of man. They main-

tain that the two are wings of 
the same bird and cannot be 
separated. They sing with John 
Oxeham: “Join hands, then, 
brothers of the faith—Whate’er 
your race may be—Who serves 
my Father as a son—Is surely 
kin to me.” 

(5) Many white people believe 
in integration because of their 
faith in the Negro race. They be- 
lieve that, if given equal oppor- 
tunities, Negroes will be equally 
good citizens and equally fine 
people. They point to countless 
individual Negroes who repre- 
sent the very highest in charac- 
ter, who render conspicuous 
service to the nation and world, 
who maintain their homes as 
beautifully as any people, who ap- 
preciate the finest things in life 
equally with any other race, 


(6) Some believe in integration 
because of the costs of segrega- 
tion. They say that blighted hous- 
ing areas and unsanitary living 
conditions hurt the entire city; 
that when a people is held back, 
the cost in crime, disease, ig- 
norance, etc., is too high a price 
to pay; that Negroes would be a 
much greater asset to the nation 
economically and culturally if they 
were not segregated.

Ike Moves Wisely 
With Mideast Plan 


WASHINGTON—The outlook is that after some 
sharp debate Congress will concur in President 
Eisenhower's proposal that the United States serve 


notice that it will defend the Middle East against Soviet aggression. 
But the first reaction of some senators to Mr. Eisenhower's initiative 
shows something of the difficulty which any President faces in seek- 
ing congressional support for a riskful foreign-policy commitment: 
There are influential senators who do not want their freedom to criti- 
cize curtailed by accepting any responsibility. 


There are senators who criti- 
cize any President for acting too 
boldly without regard for Con- 
gress but who want to run in the 
other direction when the Presi- 
dent acts to share his initiative 
with Congress. 

There are two strong and 
praiseworthy motivations why the 
President is enlisting the en- 
dorsement by Congress of his 
plan to guard the Middle East. 


One is his determination not 
to grab presid@ntial power when 
it can be avoided—an attitude 
which is reflected in his going 
the extra mile to bring Congress 
in on any action which might 
lead to war. 

The other reason is that a 
concerted executive - congression- 
al declaration, fortified by ad- 
vance authority to use troops if 
necessary, would carry the maxi- 
mum assurance to the defended 
countries and the maximum 
warning to the Kremlin. 

No President has been more 
heedful of the proper role of 
Congress than Mr. Eisenhower. 
He has said often that as Presi- 
dent or as Commander-in-Chief 
he would never take an action in- 
volving a serious risk of war 
without referring it to Congress.

Colorado is one of those distant places that seems a light year 
away from Georgia and the Southeastern Conference. The kind of 
football, however, appears to be basically the same.

‘‘Look,”” Ward said, “if we’d have been playing Oregon yes- 
terday, it would have been no contest.

Germ Clan 
Can Resist 
Antibiotics 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Streptococci were greatly 
feared 25 years ago. These germs | 
were responsible for scarlet fever 
and erysipelas and played a sec- 
ondary role in rheumatic fever 
and Bright’s disease. The strep 
throat usually laid up the victim 
for several days with high fever, 
weakness, malaise, and difficulty 
in swallowing and talking. 

In addition, there were compli- 
cations galore, including pneu- 


monia, sinus trouble, ear infec- 
tions and mastoiditis. Then strep- 
tococci were dethroned by the an- 
tibiotics such as penicillin and 
erythromycin. 


Meanwhile, staphylococci also 
came up against the wonder 
drugs but the stronger mem- 
bers of this clan were able to 
acquire resistance to the anti- 
biotics. 


These resistant organisms mul- 
tiplied and begot offspring with 
the same capacity to withstand 
the medication. As a_ result, 
staphylococcal infections are fast 
becoming the most troublesome 
of bacterial invasions. 


Is this new staphylococcus as 
bad an actor as his ancestors of 
a quarter century ago? Some au- 
thorities doubt it and blame che 
apparent virulence of the organ- 
isms on lack of resistance in our 
general population. 


Many persons are surviving 
diseases that previously were 
fatal, which leaves them less able 
to cope with bacterial invasions. 


This includes the insulin 
treated diabetic, children who 
have had the spleen removed 
for various blood disorders, and 
adults who have had part of the 
stomach or lungs removed. 


The use of other drugs such as 
the anti-coagulants, anti-hista- 
minics, cortisone, and ACTH also 
affects resistance to _ staphyl- 
ococci. This may explain why 
more and more pneumonias are 
being traced to staphylococci. The 
same can be said of intestinal 
disorders, wound infections and 
blood poisoning. 

An English survey showed that 
many of the hospital personnel 
harbor these organisms in the 
mouth, nose and throat. These 
carriers spew the germs into the 
air whenever they breathe, cough, 
sneeze or talk. In consequence, 
staphylococci are found every- 
where, including on the skin, and 
they fall to the floor from the 
clothing while undressing.

| Cheese Takes a Spot in Any Meal

Ground meats are just what the cook ordered 
to make meals look alive during these dead-of- 
winter months. 


And here are two lively selections for supper 
that sport a new twist. Both of them will prove 
appropriate for many occasions during the year 
ahead. 

The beef loaf is made with rolled oats and 
cream of mushroom soup. A few extra mush- 
rooms sliced into the sauce add more flavor and 
a gay garnish. , 

The lamb patties, especially good for a sup- 
per or a brunch, are served with French toast 
and grilled pineapple slices. 


MUSHROOM MEAT LOAF 
2 eggs, beaten \% tsp. pepper 


lcup rolled oats, un- 1 tbspn. Worcestershire 
cooked sauce 
1% pounds ground beef 1% cup water or milk 
4 cup chopped onion 4 can condensed cream 
2 tsps. salt of mushroom soup 


Mix all ingredients together thoroughly. Pack 
into greased 9x5x3-inch loaf pan. Bake in ‘moder- 
ate oven (350 degrees) 1 hour. Let stand 5 min- 
utes. Drain off excess juices and turn meat loaf 
onto serving plate. Serve with mushroom sauce 
and garnish, if desired, with heated canned 
mushroom slices. Makes 8 servings. 

To prepare: mushroom sauce, thin remaining 
% can of soup with milk as desired, and heat. 
More mushrooms may be added. 

It is a good idea to increase the recipe by 
one half to have thick slices to broil or pan fry 
for a second and completely different meal.

To Make Meals Look Alive 


LAMB PATTIES 

To 1 pound Jean ground lamb, add % teaspoon 
salt, dash of pepper, 4 teaspoon powdered sa- 
yory or thyme (sage or poultry seasoning may 
be used). Mix together, shape into 6 balls, then 
flatten each to %-inch thickness. Stack between 
squares of waxed paper or aluminum foil and 
place in refrigerator until ready to use. It’s a 
good idea to let the patties stand overnight to 
‘‘season,”’ refrigerated, of course. 

Melt 1 tablespoon butter in a heavy frying 
pan. When moderately hot, brown lamb patties 
in the butter, allowing 3 to 4 minutes to a.side. 
Turn and brown the other side about the same 
length of time. Lamb can well be a bit pink in- 
side. Never over-cook. Top each patty with a 
dot of butter and a bit of tart jelly, if you like. 

Place on heated platter with slices of drained 
canned pineapple and French toast, ‘ each 
browned on both sides in butter. Serve with 
maple syrup or with warmed honey or melted 
jelly to drizzle over the French toast. French 
toast, custard-style, is different. To the egg and 
milk mixture, add 1 tablespoon sugar for each 
egg used and a good dash of nutmeg. 

To be different, plan on making cream gravy 
from the drippings. Have plenty of hot biscuits 
on hand. 

For a Sunday brunch arrange the hot cooked 
lamb patties on top of the butter-browned p!nec- 
apple slices on a hot platter or in a food warmer. 
Serve topped with a curry sauce or with hollan- 
daise sauce. Buttered broccoli and cranberry 
jelly slices are good running mates, along with 
hot home-made yeast rolls and plenty of good 
coffee.
